Among the pictures that will 
rise up before us to keep memorable the Senior play will be those of Helen 
Jones, as Peggy—the timid, demure and natural little foundling who ac- 
tually changed to be the thoughtful, charming girl of eighteen; of Charles 
Beachem, the dignified, restrained guardian; and of Charles Letcher, who 
represented the good-looking, dashing young army Captain. Then can we 
forget Joanna Goodlake, “Sweet sister Joanna?” Edna Kenney looked and 
acted admirably the role of this worldly, selfish woman. But her laurels 
must be divided with her husband, Roger Goodlake, whose loud, blustering 
but kindly natured was well displayed by Ferris Walker. Eugene Walker ap- 
peared as Sir Harry Trimblestone, the typical “Dandy” of the Period. 
There will be others whom we shall long love to recall, among them ‘dear 
captivating Kit,” the Fiddler; Mrs. Deborah whose very appearance pro- 
voked laughter from the audience and finally, faithful, old Peter. But our 
recollections would never be complete without the funny, gesticulating little 
orphans in charge of the beadle and the matron who lightened the play, 
pleasing particularly the younger people. 


Effective scenery, beautiful, appropriate costumes and thorough 
rehearsing all combined to make ‘“‘Mice and Men” a model to coming classes 
and a fitting climax to the splendid achievements of the Class of 1921.

JUNIOR CLASS HISTORY 


Turning back in the school record book it will be found that on the 
morning of September 1st, 1918, the present Juionr Class of Somerset High 
School entered the Freshmen year to assure new duties. 

It was the largest class to enter High School up to that time, num- 
bering fifty-seven—‘“Varieties”—as it were, and looking thoroughly able to 
cope with the work put before it. A “real job” was ahead and little en- 
couragement was given by upper classmen. Instead the class had hurled at 
it derisive epithets which aroused a burning ambition to win recognition 
from those “‘assumed superiors.” 

Class officers were elected. Herbert Lambert was chosen president. 

In Literary and athletic strength the class proved itself worthy of 
commendation, for it had won honor in the “Four minute Speech”’ contest 
over the entire High School. 

The social events during the first year were few. A class party in 
November followed by a class picnic was the extent of the social activi- 
ties. 


The second year of the History of Class ’22 opened with brighter 
and more enlivening prospects. With the aid of competent instructors a 
solid foundation had been laid and the class was ready to resume its task. 
Here new mysteries were unfolded in the form of Georetry, the 
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vonders of Ancient History and the deeply involved net work of construc- 
tions in Caesar. 


A few of the “variety” had fallen by the road side and those who re- 
mained had to shoulder heavier responsibility. With earnestness and per- 
severence they entered the test. The third rung of the ladder was gained 
with. little difficulty. 

The same officers continued throughout the second year. 

New interests had sprung up, for this year the class had men on the 
football and basket-ball tears; while in the Literary world another star 
appeared for the class had won the inter-class debating championship. 

The social season, too, was more active. In January a sleighing party 
to Stoyestown was an enjoyable affair. Then in April the Sophomores en- 
tertained with a party in honor of the Seniors, followed by the Annual 
Class picnic. Again the class ranked second in field and track activities. 

Ah! At last, the third epoch in the History of Class ’22 found it 
emerged from the shallower water and it plunged into the deep sea of 
knowledge with still more complex studies. 

The former number had decreased to thirty-seven. Seven of the 
number had moved or had gone to other educational institutions while 
another was called to the great beyond. 

The honor student, Marian Johnson, through her ambition and abil- 
ity that exceeded those of the rest of the class passed instead to the gradu- 
ating class of 1921. 

Edgar Cochrane was elected to the presidential chair for a term of 
two years. Other officers were also elected. 

In the Literary and Athletic fields the class still holds her own. 

A number of Social functions were held during the year. At Hal- 
lowe’en the class had a party succeeded by a sleighing party to Jenner in 
the month of February while on Field Day a party was given in honor of 
the Senior Class, which completed the season. 

Great expectations for the future year were in the hearts of all the 
students of the Junior Class at the close of the term of 1921.

Though we lose the last of our four 
year men, and several of last season’s stars, yet there are several left to use 
as a foundation, and a score of rugged underclassmen coming on for build- 
ing material. 

Let us set a higher ideal than ever and let our old reputation for 
clean and superior sportsmanship be increased. Winning or losing, let it be 
“Our team.”

THE ENTRE NOUS 


THE PAST, PRESENT, AND FUTURE OF SOMERSET. 

In the old, yellow paged history of Somerset County, let us turn 
back one hundred and fifty years. We see only a hilly, thickly wooded sec- 
tion of country inhabited by hunters, trappers and Indians. In 1771, after 
making a perilous journey from North Carolina, the pioneer white settler, 
Haracon Husband, landed here. Soon other settlers ventured into these 
parts among whom were Henry Bruner, Peter Ankeny, and Adam Schmel- 
der. Before 1787, the original owner, Husband, sold this tract of land to 
Bruner who set it out into lots, calling it Brunerstown. This name was 
used until in 1795 when it was changed to Sorerset. During September 
of this same year Adam Schneider who owned the northern part of Somer- 
set donated to the public the grounds on which the Court House, jail and 
High School buildings stand today. 

In the early days our little town fairly struggled for existence. Three 
times it suffered destruction by fire, the first one taking place in 1833, the 
second in 1872, and the third in 1876. The last one destroyed a great deal of 
property, leaving many families horeless. The loss of this fire exceeded 
$125,000 of which only $65,000 was covered by insurance. In spite of these 
many disasters, Sorerset has grown and progressed. From the fifteen lit- 
tle cabins that sheltered all the inhabitants in 1795 we now boast of a popu- 
lation of over 4,200. 

Gradually the natural resources of the country were developed, 
among them being much coal and lumber. The first church was erected in 
1810, while the first means of transportation by rail were completed in 
1827 when a rail-road was built between Rockwood and Somerset. In 1853 
a banking house was established which unfortunately, in a short time, 
proved to be a failure. 

But today we have one of the most beautiful little towns in Western 
Pennsylvania, with an altitude of over twenty-two hundred feet, an extra- 
ordinary number of well paved streets, very efficient lighting, watering and 
sewerage systems, hundreds of beautiful homes, nurerous first class up-to- 
date stores, nine very pretty churches, four prosperous banks, a public park 
for the recreation of all, a community hospital. public library and excellent 
schools, to say nothing of the invigorating climate. stately trees, natural 
beauty spots and lordly hills of which there are many. 

The town has grown very rapidly in the past fifteen years. The 
present location of the railroad yards, the erection of the pretty little sta- 
tion, the recommendation of purchase of the new High School site, the pur- 
chase of the public park and community hospital can be attributed largely 
to the initiative and progressive spirit of the Board of Trade. 

The plans for the future eclipse the action of the past. Imagine 
yourself gazing at the new model High School building, the new fair 
grounds and exhibitive buildings of large and modern type, the State ar- 
mory equipped with a gymnasium, asserbly room, banquet and recreation 
hall, a new country club with golf links, tennis courts and elaborate rooms, 
State roads linking the Old National Pike with the Lincoln Highway and 
passing through Main Street, and some new factories of which there is 
much ruror. These outstanding developments will stimulate the citizens 
of Somerset who are looking for opportunity, promotion, and progress. 
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“NOTED MEN OF SOMERSET COUNTY.” 

Too often we are blind to greatness by its very nearness. It is hard 
to realize that some people who were born, lived, and worked in our own 
Somerset County could be called great men. Carlyle says, ‘To the vulgar 
eye, few things are wonderful that are not distant.” So finally, with the 
perspective which time always lends, we can truly estimate Somerset’s 
place in the great world of law, finance, invention and education. 


In the realm of law, Somerset seems to have contributed more than 
her share of greatness. First of all ought to be mentioned, Jeremiah S. 
Black, who was born in Stonycreek Township. In 1842, he served as 
Judge of the Somerset County Courts. Afterwards, he moved to York, 
where he was considered one of the greatest jurists in the United States. 
During James A. Buchanan’s administration he served as Attorney-Gen- 
eral later succeeding to the position of Secretary of State. It has been said 
that the speeches made by this famous lawyer had important bearings on 
the Civil War. Under the tutelage of Mr. Black, Alexander H. Coffroth 
becaxce a member of the Somerset County Bar in 1851. During his life- 
time, Mr. Coffroth took an active part in politics, acting both as a Presi- 
dential Elector and as Chairman of the National Nominating Committee. 
Under Lincoln’s Administration he served two terms as United States Sen- 
ator. At Lincoln’s funeral the Senator had the honor of being one of the 
pallbearers. 

Other Somerset County men who became distinguished judges were: 
Josiah H. Williams, Chief Justice of the Iowa and Nebraska courts; Judge 
J.J. Miller of Pittsburg; Cyrus Pershing and Samuel G. Bailey. 


In the uncertain and tempestuous world of “Big Business and 
Finance,” the nare of Norman B. Ream shines forth. He was born in the 
neighborhood of Ursina. After this ambitious youth had moved to Chi- 
cago, he engaged in the live stock business. By hard work and clear busi- 
ness ability he became a multi-millionaire. Ream is sometimes referred to 
as the ran who, for a time, had cornered the entire wheat market of the 
United States. Then, likewise, in the financial world Somerset High School 
is represented by three of its graduates; F. S. and E. M. Love who are 
bankers and controllers of the large Bessemer Coal and Coke Co., and Orlo 
S. Knepper, a graduate of Annapolis, and a Manilla Bay hero, who is now 
a prominent business man in Bethlehem, Pa. Two other distinguished 
millionaires from this section are Russel and Lewis Dunham. Could candy 
making come under the category of “Business and Finance?” It undoubt- 
edly would in the case of Eli Sheetz, the great ‘‘“Martha Washington” candy

man. When a young boy he began business on a small scale in Washing- 
ton Today he has establishments all over the United States. 

But now let us not forget the men who helped others to become 
great and successful. In educational lines, we have Joseph J. Stutzman 
who was the first Superintendent of the Somerset County Public Schools 
and Mr. A. L. Suprie, the prominent educator. 

These are the men who distinguished our country during peace 
times. But the old standard of greatness as we all know was military re- 
nown. In turning over the old Civil War Records, we find mention of Col. 
R. P. Cummins, Commander of the 142nd Regiment of Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers. This brave military leader was killed at Gettysburg while lead- 
ing his own regiment, several companies of which were composed of Som- 


erset County ren. Ensign Eugene Rhoads of Somerset has the distinction 
of being the first mechanic to cross the Atlantic in an aeroplane, the NC-4. 


Many, many more whose names are not here recorded, rightly deserve to be 
called great. 


Lives of great men all remind us
